Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed March 8, 2004 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. 

Applicant argues that Patti does not disclose a filter circuit to respond to the 
thermal asperity signal in accordance with the data rate, and that the resistance circuit 
does not respond to data rates. This argument is not persuasive. It is clear that when 
Patti states that the resistance circuit provides flexibility, he means that the values of the 
resistance circuit can be changed. There is no other way to interpret the word 
"flexibility". He also discloses that flexibility of the resistance circuit allows for utilization 
in read channels with different data rates. In other words, through the change of 
resistance values in the resistance circuit, the resistance circuit can be used with 
different data rates. If not for the change of resistance values in the resistance circuit, 
the resistance circuit could not be used with different data rates. Thus the filter circuit, 
and in particular the resistance circuit, are clearly responsive to the thermal asperity 
signal in accordance with the data rate.
